The Frenoh horseman does not ride 
as well as his prototype in the United 
f4tat«« regular army, but the horses of 
the Frenoh army are better and more 
serviceable than those in the United 
Statea The half bred barbs of the 
chasseurs are up to any amount of work, 
and the heavior Normans and Bretons 
of tho dragoons and cuirassiers, although 
perhaps too light for the weight they 
carry, are splendid specimens of horse- 
flesh. The Frenoh artillery— believed 
elsewhere than in France to be the oorps 
d'elite of the army — was beyond praise. 
The physique of the personnel of tho 
field and horse batteries is superior to 
that of the line, and the average effi- 
ciency of the offioers is higher. The 
steel gun that it is armed with is a 
most effeotivo weapon — the holdpioce 
of 90 mm., weighing 10.48 hundred- 
weight, and firing a 17.88 pound com- 
mon shell, 18.6 pound shrapnel; the 
horse artillery gon weighing 8.

Mr. C. D. Pierce, of Maysville, 
Treasurer of the Maysville and Mt, 
Sterling pike, telegraphed to Judge 
O'Rear on Saturday that he would 
not accept the preposition made by 
the Court. The Court then withdrew 
its offer, which was $10,000. Mr. 
Pierce will meet with the Court to- 
day when the purchase of the pikes 
will be further considered. 

Considerable time was spent with 
the Mt. Sterling and Levee pike offi- 
cials, but an agreement could not be 
had. The Court offered $6,000 for 6$ 
miles more or less. The compauy 
would not accept this amount as the 
road yields a net income annaully of 
more than $1,200.

The steps 
by which men rise to supreme 
moral anil spiritual power are iden- 
tical with those by which physical 
supremacy is reached. And to him 
who has eyes to see let him see, 
there is no more eloquent sermon 
than he reads on a foot ball field." 

We woultl conclude from the fact 
that Rev. Cameron is in the center 
of learning and is a paetor of a 
church that allows only educated 
men to fill their pulpits that he is 
more than an average great man, 
and any person, though he be of 
ordinary mind, can see his reason- 
ing is good.

THE STYLE OF ALDERMEN, 

People Who Do Address Thi 
Honorable" In Spite of 1 
In none of ths "ready letl 
are directions given as to 
which it is proper to put 
name of an alderman, and i 
reason perhaps that a com 
recently arisen. Ouo of th< 
says: 

"When writing to a member of the 
board of aldermen or a commissioner in 
one of the city departments, it is high- 
falutin, I think, to address him with 
the prefix 'Hon. ' " In proof of the cor- 
rectness of this view of the ease this 
correspondent invokes the testimony of 
Webster, the dictionary compiler, who 
said of tho use of "tho honorable:"" 

"An American usage. It is a title of 
courtesy merely, bestowed upon those 
who hold or have held higher public of- 
fices, espeoially governors, judges, mem- 
bers of congress or of tho senate and 



Webster was boni in Connecticut in 
175S and died in the same stata ' 
1848, long before tho tfstablishmen 
such of the present New York board 
of aldermen antl at a timo when 
body was generaliy known as tho i 



he may have expressed in 
or any views whith he may have enter- 
tained personally on the subject of hon- 
orary titles in in the United BtfttM 
could have no especial bearing upon the 
case of the Now York aldermen, whose 
fame as legislators has now' spread to 
confines where tho name of Webster is 
quite' unknown. 

The title alderman is derived from 
tho Saxon ward "tSldonnan," other- 
wise elderman or afder. It was a title 
of honor in ea*ly days in England, and 
tho elderman or alderman was a local 
functionary responding somewhat to 
the present j«stiil>of thepe&tw. In Eng- 
land tho alderimai was ssuiTHy a judge, 
but afterward <jo" office came Xo be an 
elective one, and from the English word 
has come the'American title alderman 
so valiantly upheld by tho alderna 
NeAv York, who insist upon a fuli share 
of all political honors, perquisites, priv- 
ileges, rights, advantages ui^l .immuni- 
ties, and he wouid bo u omiuageous man 
indeed who would omit from the des- 
ignation of an alderman ('especially-aii 
alderman roosntly elected) the title 
"the honorable." The lijgal duties of 
aldermen are so tv\f, their exercise is 
so carefully guarded, by :t..\tx «f tho leg- 
islature, that it. is necessary, so to speak, 
for the aldermen to flJra, if the expres- 
sion may be used without offense, work 
forth em stUyBS. Aoourdlugly from time to 
time resolutions are passed by the board 
taking the form of ordinances which by 
tacit agreement among the members it 
is arranged shall not be acted apou un- 
less' "the alderman of the distriet in 
which the applicant or applicants reside 
assents to action. In this way the pow- 
ers of an alderman in a district are very 
considerably enhanced, and in ruoh cases 
the petitioner, realizing the full force 
and importance of the alderman's office, 
is glad of the opportunity to address 
him as "the honorable, " and realizes 
the futility of another course. — New 
York Sun.
